As last vestiges of influenza de­ 
parted from the Chicago area, au­ 
thorities today announced that one 
of Illinois’ 21 deaths due to flu or 
complications was of the encepha 
litis variety. 
Laboratory tests confirmed that 
a Chicago man died from encepha­ 
litis, an inflammation of the brain, 
brought on by influenza. 
Chicago school officials disclosed 
that attendance was almost back 
to normal Wednesday. 
Renewed 
surges of flu were reported, how­ 
ever, in southern Illinois. 
Schools were closed in Wabash, 
Franklin, Richland and Bond coun 
ties as a result of Asian flu or oth­ 
er types of flu. 
Absenteeism at 
Mount Carmel reached 32 per cent, 
and nine schools were closed near 
Olney. 
Officials at the University of Illi­ 
nois, where nearly half the stu­ 
dents were stricken, said the dis­ 
ease is fading and class attend­ 
ance beginning to increase. South­ 
ern Illinois University at Carbon­ 
dale, where about 2,000 students 
were felled since the outbreak be­ 
gan, also reported that the flu is 
on the wane.

awarded the $40,000 medicine prize 
“ for his work on nucleotides co­ 
enzymes” during a 15-year study 
of the fundamental processes of 
life. 
The two Chinese physicists, first 
Chinese ever to receive the prize. 
were Dr. Tsung Dao Lee, 30, of 
Columbia University and Dr. Chen 
Ning Yang, 34, 
of the Prince 
ton Institute for Advanced Study 
Their momentous discoveries were 
announced by Columbia last Jan. 
16. 
They were chosen by the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Science to 
share the $40,000 prize for “ their 
penetrating investigation of the so­ 
called parity laws, which has led 
to important discoveries regarding 
elementary sub-atom particles.”

m an, and. also th at h e r m o th er was 
a well ed ucated, frien d ly and h elp ­ 
ful woman — traits likewise evi­ 
d e n t in the d a u g h te r A nna.

she was resp ecte d by all an d af­ 
fection ately re fe rre d to as “ D octor 
A n n a.”

Influenza is an infectious disease 
caused by a virus which sta rts out 
som ew hat 
like

com m on 
cold 
T here are fo ur know n m ain types 
of influenza virus— titled A, B, C, 
and D, and each type has been 
seen in various strains, each of 
these som ew hat d iffe ren t from the 
other. 
In th e sp rin g of 1957 a new 
strain of T ype A a p p e a re d and 
since it first a p p ea red in A sia it 
has been nam ed th e A sian strain . 
A single case of influenza a p ­ 
pears occasionally, but usually the 
disease occurs in som e ep idem ic 
form . 
P eo ple catch it fro m each 
other. 
T hey catch it so easily th a t 
it is not u n u su al for a la rg e p a rt 
of a com m un ity to com e dow n w ith 
it w ithin th e first few dcys of an 
epidem ic, because of th e sh o rt in­ 
cubation perio d (tim e of ex p o su re 
to onset of the disease). 
Most ep i­ 
dem ics of influenza last less th a n 
a m onth 
in one co m m u n ity b u t 
m ay a p p e a r in a n u m b e r o f places 
in one c o u n try o r in th e w orld at 
the sam e tim e or closely follow ing 
one an other. 
P R E C A U T IO N S — D u rin g an e p i­ 
dem ic, w h en m any p eople a ro u n d 
you are b ecom ing sick w ith in flu ­ 
enza and th e co m m u n ity a ir is so 
laden w ith v iruses, it is alm o st im ­ 
possible to avoid g e ttin g in th e 
path of a few coughs a n d sneezes 
H owever, th e re are a few sensible 
p recau tio n s to tak e at such tim es. 
K eep up y o u r resista n ce to disease 
by p racticin g good h ealth h abits 
such as g ettin g plenty of re s t and 
e a t i n g 
reg u lar, 
w ell-balanced 
meals. 
F o r th e short d u ra tio n of 
an epidem ic, you will be sa fe r to 
stay out of crow ds such as you find 
at m ovies and dances.
